The new council of tli 
Trade held their initial meeting yester- 
day. There was a full attendance of 
member!), and the session lasted about 
two hours, during which some very Im- 
portant business was transacted. Per- 
haps the most important matter dealt 
with was the question of the proposed 
amalgamation of the Vancouver island 
board of fire underwriters with the 
mainland board, which would make the 
latter city the headquarters Cor the 
whole province, and put Victoria in a 
secondary position to Vancouver. 

The proposed amalgamation originat- 
ed with the advisory hoard for British 
Columbia, consisting of representatives 
of the insurance companies from Mon- 
treal and Sua Francisco. While a ma- 
jority of the local agents were op- 
posed to the change, the outside repre- 
sentatives were in a position to over- 
come this, and at their direction a ma- 
jority vote was secured. There are 
three firms doing business here whose 
agents have taken a strong stand 
against the unnecessary and inadvisable 
change, namely: Fiudlny, Durham & 
Brodie, agents for the Northern Assur- 
ance Company; Richard Hall, general 
agent for the Liverpool & London and 
Globe Insurance Company, and Pern- 
berton & .Son, agents for the Sun In- 
surance Company. 

The discussion on this subject closed 
with the adoption of the following reso- 
lution: Resolved, That the council of 
this board protests against the Van- 
couver island hoard of lire underwriters 
amalgamating with the mainland board 
and pledges itself to support those com- 
panies which are opposed to such an 
amalgamation. Further resolved, that 
the local agents be advised accordingly 
and that a copy of this resolution be 
cabled to the head oHiees of the insur- 
ance companies concerned. 

It will be remembered that about a 
month ago the mainland board of un- 
derwriters wrote to the local hoard ad- 
vising an increase in lire insurance 
rates within the territory of that board. 
The local board, much to the satisfac- 
tion, nt' people who insure, did uot 
adopt the increases. Karly in the year, 
a new rating book was put ill hand, and 
rousidornbale reductions were conteiu- 
■d on buildings in this city, but the 
recent heavy losses in Eastern Canada 
rendered it almost certain that the re- 
ions will not be put in force. On 
the other hand it is feared that with 
l he proposed amalgamation of tin- two 
boards the higher rates in force in Van- 
couver will apply to Victoria. 

The proposed tour of the Fifth Regi- 
raenl Band was next taken up and 
communications on the subject front 
I. ieut. -Colonel Hall and Bandmaster 
Finn were rend. After full discussion 
it was resolved that the proposed tour 
of the band and the' distribution of 
pamphlets and other literature describ- 
ing this city and its numerous attrac- 
tions by the bandsmen met with He 
approval of the boa rd. 

The board will take up again the 
question of harbor improvements with 
the Dominion authorities, a strong

at t he outer whan' on account of the In- 
sullieienoy of the water in the inner 
harbor. 

A committee was appointed to inter- 
view .Mr. .lames Duusinuir regarding 
the establishment of bunkers for coal- 
ing ocean-going sten rs. The same 

committee will try to ascertain Mr. 
Duusiiiuir's intentions in regard to the 
extension of the B. & N. railroad to 
the northern end of the island, for 
which work subsidies are available. 

Some complaint was made in regard 
to the delay in delivering the Seattle 
mail. This mutter will be taken up 
with the post olllce authorities at once 
by the secretary.

Excavators In Babylonia Un- 
earth Remains of Oldest 
Known City. 



Chicago, duly 19.— Udnunki, the an- 
cient Adah, perhaps the oldest city in 
the world, has been discovered by the 
University of Chicago's excavating ex- 
pedition in Babylonia. This city has 
for many years been tlie object of search 
by Orientalists. It is mentioned in 
the code of Hammurabi, an early king 
of Babylonia, which document was 
translated recently by Prof. F. Harper, 
the director of the expedition. 

He has just received news here in a 
cablegram from Prof. E. (J. Banks, field 
director of the expedition. 

The uncovering of ancient Adah is 
om; of the most Important archaelogi- 
cal achievements of recent years. 

Dr. Banks Informed Prof, Harper 
that he had found bricks bearing the 
syllables Dd-Nun-Ki at the lowest level 
of the ruins. He is certain that these 
bricks identify the city of Adah. With 
a force of 120 men he excavated ruins 
at Bismyn and found the remains of 
four temples, built one above the other, 
which he named according to the kings 
who built them. The (bites became 
earlier, until finally the bricks identi- 
fying Ud-Nun-Ki were found. 

Among other articles which Dr. 
Banks found are marble statues, onyx 
and sandstone lumps and many bronze 



St. Petersburg, July 7'J. — German; 
has culled attention to the seizure of 
the mails on the Prinz Ileinrich in thfl 
Bed Sea July 15th by the Smolensk, 
and has requested explanations. These 
have no! yet been given, the report oi 
immai.der of the Smolensk not 
arrived. The restoration of the 
mails yesterday was made without in- 
structions from St. Petersburg. Russia 
having' declared communications intend- 
ed for the Japanese to be contraband 
of war maintains the right to examine 
such mail, but does not contend for the 
right to take general mail addressed 
to Japan and unless peculiar circum- 
stances justified the seizure Of the 
mails on the Prinz Ileinrich the net will 
be disavowed. The first impression in 
diplomatic circles here that the action 
of the Russian volunteer licet vessels 
in stopping neutral ships in the Bed 
Sea to search for contraband of war 
would not give rise to international 
complications is being superseded by 
the impression that, instigated by Great 
Britain, it will at least lead to ;tn in- 
terchange of views between the pow- 
ers signatory to the treaty of Paris 
regarding the status of the remaining 
ships of the volunteer Qect now in the 
Black Sea. Tims the old question of 
the Dardanelles may again become the 
subject of important diplomatic commu- 
nications. 

As a forcible retiiliiucr of what stop- 
ping British ships involves jt is likely 
that (irent Britain's preliminary move 
may he the presentation of claims for 
demurrage for the detention of all ships 
stopped. In nddition to the claims for 
the ship stopped by the Smolensk ami 
St. Petersburg it is not improbable 

that claims may abio he presented lor 
ships detained at Port Arthur or the 
opening of the war and fir those held 
in i he Bed Son by Admiral Wirienius 
squadron before the latter returned to 
the Bailie. 

Il is considered possible that Japan 
may hare already appealed to her ally 
as one of the signatories of the treaty 
of Paris, .,u ih,. ground that to allow 

1 e Russian ships to go out of the 

Dardanelles for conversion into war- 
ships without a protest would consti- 
tute a violation of neutrality. 

The foreign olllce Informs the Asso- 
ciated Press that the seizure Included 
mails and Italian baggage. The for- 
eign olllce points OUl that the diplomat- 
ic situation created by the seizures is 

not adapted foi mm on treatment by 

Germany and Greal Britain, since the 
acts of the Russian vessels toward each 
country is too different. Germany is 
conducting her ease independently of 
(■real Britain. The olllclals snys that 
much more excitement prevails in the 
country than when Ureal Britain seized 
two German vessels during the Boer 
war. Nevertheless the officials empha- 
size the statement thai Germany can- 
not submit I,, Russia's treatment'. 



Tokio, July 19, 5 p. in.— The Russian 
attempt to retake Motieu pass on July 
17th was not productive of a general 
engagement, nor was it marked with 
-serious loss. There was, however, a 
series of desperate small encounters. 
The Japanese guarded their positions 
: about the puss with a company com- 
posed of one outpost. These men Btub- 
bornly resisted the Russian ad- 
! vance and awaited the arrival of rein- 
forcements. When these nrrived they 
joined in the general attack. The out- 
post detachment stationed at Hsiama- 
tang held this position all day. It was 
largely outnumbered by the enemy and 
every commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officer was wounded, as was 
tlie majority of the men. 

The attack on Motion pass began at 
II o'clock in the morning. The Rus- 
sians engaged the outposts and the 
Japanese at once went into action. Tlie 
Japanese artillery; posted on the heights 
northwest of Wufingkuan. opened on 
the enemy, enabling the Japanese out- 
posts to retire gradually. The Russian 
cavalry galloped forward and deployed 
along the ridge to the west of the pass. 
Two hours later, nt 5 o'clock, the en- 
tire Japanese line was engaged; the 
Russians were constantly receiving re- 
inforcements and finally they had four 
regiments in action. They outnumbered 
the Japanese. 

The Russians made vain endeavors to 
envelope the Japanese left. At this 
point tlie Japanese occupied the sum- 
mit of Motion mountain and resisted 
desperately the efforts of the enemy 
to dislodge them. When the Russians 
finally retreated, they were pursued by 
the entire Japanese line. Seven bat- 
talions of the enemy made a halt on 
the heights of Tawan, and, with four 
guns, cheeked the Japanese pursuit. 
One body of the Japanese, reconnoitring 
from Elsuiling, encountered and engag- 
ed three battalions of Russians. It 
fought until reinforced by four other 
Japanese regiments, when the Russians 
were repulsed. 

The Japanese seized and held the 
heights west of Makumonza. The at- 
tack on Hsiamatang began at 8 o'clock 
in the morning. A battalion of Russ'an 
infantry and a squadron of cavalry as- 
saulted the Japanese company on out- 
post there. The Russians received re- 
inforcements until they were a regi- 
ment strong. The Japanese! resisted 
doggedly. All their officers were report- 
ed killed or wounded, but still the men 
fought on. The Japanese finally re- 
ceived reinforcements and the Russians 
retired at ~> o'clock in the afternoon. In 
the afternoon eight companies of Rus- 
sian infantry and a body of cavalry 
attacked the Japanese position at 
Chlaton. The Japanese were reinforced 
by a company of infantry and n coin- 
were repulsed. 

In his report on the fight General 
Kurnfci said that the Russians iiuni- 
hered about two divisions, and were 
formed of parts of i he Third and Sixth 
Siberian sharpshooters, and an infan- 
try division. The Japanese lost four 
officers .011,1 thirty-nine men killed and 
fifteen officers and Lino men wounded. 
The casualties nil occurred In the sec- 
ond division, General Kuroki mention- 
ed, hul he does not enumerate the 
troops captured. He estimates the 
Russian losses as exceeding his own. 



. RAVAGES OF CHOLERA. 

Nine Hundred Deaths u Day in Persia's 
Capital and Europeans Stampede. 

Baku, Russia, July 19.— Refugees from 
Teheran tell terrible stories of the rav- 
ages of cholera. They say that on some 
days the mortality reached 900. The 
Europeans are abandoning their house- 
hold effects and are fleeing to camps 
in the mountains. The Quarantine sta- 
tions are almost without food. The 
Russian government has ordered the 
closing of the frontier for the purpose 
of preventing the introduction of tho 
disease. 



ANOTHER PLYMOUTH TRAGEDY 

Second-class Passenger Suicides From 
Steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

Plymouth, Eng., "July 19.— Tragedy 
again marked the homeward voyage of 
the North German Lloyd steamer Kai- 
ser Wilhelm II. On the arrival of the 
vessel here today, almost at the hour 
that an' inquest was being held over 
the body' of F. Kent Loomis, it was 
announced that a second-class passen-' 
gor, Mrs. Lips'chitz, had committed sui- 
cide by jumping overboard when the 
ship was one day out from New York. 
Hundreds of passengers witnessed the 
suicide and watched the efforts of a 
lifeboat to rescue the woman. No trace 
of the body was found.

Liaoyung, July 10, via Mukden, July 
18, (i p. m. — (Delayed in transmission). 
—A general engagement is reported 
here. It began this morning to the 
east between the forces of Lieut. -Gen- 
eral Count Keller and General Kuroki. 
It is reported also that an engagement 
began simultaneously tit Tatchekiao. 
from which the Japanese for some days 
had been only six miles distant. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
lately traversed the Fengwnngcheng 
road, which was in the height of mil- 
itary activity and offensive witli the 
odor of dead animals. 

The large Red Cross hospital at Ta- 
tchekiao was removed to Mukden in 
anticipation of today's lighting. Conse- 
quently there was a large call for Bed 
Cross trains to proceed to Tatchekiao. 

The activity of the Japanese in the 
northeast caused a wider dispersion of 
troops and the consequent movement of 
the centre of the strength a little fur- 
ther north in order to meet the Japa- 
nese demonstrations. 

A Cossack report of an examination 
of the Japanese camp shows that the 
Japanese troops are suffering from 
dysentery, which now is at its worst 
stage. 

The Chinese accuse tho Japanese of 
organizing Chinese bandits, and they 
report that the bandits have attacked 
natives in the absence of the Russians. 

A native from the village of Hung- 
poleyu. forty miles to the eastward, de- 
scribes tho Japanese there as being 
very orderly and as having the good 
will of the people, though they are not 
paying them exhorbitunt prices for pro- 
duce which are paid by tlie Russians. 

The best information received here in- 
licates that the siege of Poll Arthur is 
now being much more closely pressed 
ami there are most extravagant rumors 
of losses on both sides. 

No foreign correspondent lias yel wit- 
nessed even the simplest mililnry opera- 
tion, but yet the correspondents were 
notified that they may go to Tatche- 
kiao. 

On account of the Japanese prepara- 
tions the military possibilities during 
the rainy season have become the sub- 
ject of mathematical interest.

THE DUN-DONALD INCIDENT. 

Motion to Reprimand Negatived in 
Commons Without Division. 

London, July 19.— In the House of 
Commons today David Lloyd-George 
(Welsh Nationalist) moved an adjourn- 
ment of the house to call attention to 
"Lord Dtindonald's participation in po- 
litical agitaton against the government 
of Canada" while still an officer in the 
British army. Mr. Lloyd-George wanted 
tho government to reprimand Lord Dun- 
donald and prevent him continuing his 
agitation against the Canadian govern- 
ment. Winston Churchill seconded the 
motion and maintained that Lord Dun- 
doniild ought to have been recalled. War 
Secretary Arnold-Forster, on behalf of 
the government, deprecated the raising 
of the question, especially as the Can- 
adian government had not mentioned 
the subject and was well able t:r> take 
care of itvelf. Nobody, he said) had 
suggested that: Lord Dundonald was 
guilty of anything beyond want of judg- 
ment, and he declined to express an 
opinion of the mutter until Lord Dun- 
donald, who hud boon requested to re- 
turn home, had been heard in his own 
•behalf. Lloyd-George's motion wu-i nega- 
tived without a division. 



Chicago, July 19. — Lenders from all 
the unions that probably would be ef- 
fected by a general strike at the stock 
yards, after a conference today, drew 
up and sent to the packers another note 
asking for another conference. Most of 
the leaders said their men were ready 
to strike if the "dual" letter did not 
bring a satisfactory answer. 

The general feeling of the labor of- 
ficials seemed to be that the letter to 
the puckers would avail little. 

The stockyard firms made an appeal 
today for additional protection for their 
plants, saving that trouble was looked 
for ill the yards .today. Reserve police 
were despatched to points where an 
outbreak would be most likely to oc- 
cur. 

Most of the non-union workers slept 
on cots in the packing houses and cat 
in roughly constructed restaurants on 
the grounds. Swift & Co. declare 
1,000 men are at work; Armour. 2,000; 
Nelson Morris & Co., 1,500. 

The Swift Company killed 3,000 cat- 
tle and 1,000 hogs according to state- 
ments made by olllciuls today. 

Weary of the turmoil and hardships 
encountered while struggling for a liv- 
ing ill the race of strikes and lockouts 
forty-two women of the strikers left 
Chicago this afternoon to return to 
Australia. There they will receive less 
pay, they say, but their employment 
will be more steady and pcrmaUPBt. 

Omulia, Nob., July 10.— The packers 
have given formal notice to the live- 
stock exchange that they are prepared 
to slaughter 1,(100 cattle and (5,000 hogs 
daily. Packing house managers say 
that, with police protection, they can 
secure and place at work nil the men 
they need. 

Kansas City, July 19.— A general 
strike of all trades allied with the 
butchers and killers is expected today 
unless ii pence agreement is reached in 
Chicago. In this event it Is believed 
200 men will go out and the packing 
house Industry here be tied up com- 
pletely for awhile.

A DOODLING MINISTER. 

Port Au Prince, July 19.— The min- 
ister of justice was questioned yester- 
day by u deputy in the chamber of com- 
mons as to the intentions of the gov- 
ernment concerning one of the cabinet 
ministers who is said to be compromised 
in the issue of $200,000 in fraudulent 
securities of the .National Bank early 
last year. The minister of justice will 
reply for the government today. The 
minister alleged to be compromised is 
M. Thezan, minister of the interior. The 
government hitherto has hesitated to 
execute the order of arrest issued 
against the minister by the magistrate 
who has been investigating the case. 
Public opinion and the sentiment of tho 
ministers of the powers are in favor of 
meting out equal justice to all those 
who are inculpated in the bond frauds. 



A CUBIOUS REPORT. 

St. Petersburg, July 19.— A story hns 
been going the rounds that three cruis- 
ers rejected by Germany were trans- 
ferred to the Russian service and join- 
ed the Vladivostock squadron, One of 
the cruisers and a torpedo boat, it is 
edde'd, struck mines and went down. 
The story is not confirmed. The admir- 
alty has no news of any ship having 
been lost at Vladivostock 



NEW POWEB PLANT. 

A Ten Million Enterprise at Buffalo 
Takes Shape. 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 1!). — A new power 
canal enterprise, involving an expendi- 
ture of $10,000,000, was put under way 
yesterday when the Niagara County 
Irrigation and Water Supply Company 
filed at the county clerk's office at Lock- 
port a map of the proposed canal, the 
route of which is from Lnsnllo, where 
it takes in the water of the Niagara 
river to the Devil's Hole, below the 
falls, where there is a sheer drop of 
MOO ieet. The power house will be lo- 
cated at Devil's Hole. It is stated that 
the financial end of the enterprise has 
been arranged through New York 
parties whose names have not been di- 
vulged. The company is operating un- 
der a charter procured iii 11102. It is 
staled that the plant will produce 150,- 
000 horse power. 



U. S. WILL ASSIST. 

St. Petersburg, July 1!). (hill) p. m.— 
The United Stales has informed Russia 
that she will be glad to join Great Bri- 
tain in the protection of the seals of tho 
Komiufllldcr islands. This act doubt- 
less will make the besi impression. It 
• understood that Russia will commuul- 
cntf her answer in a few days. 

"Washington, I). C, July 10.— "What 
the American state department has tin- 
dcrtnk'eu to do In connection with the 
protection of seal life in the waters of 
the Koinmandor islands is simply by 
means of United States revenue cutters 
to keep American poachers from these 
waters. Great: Britain undertook to ex- 
clude British poachers, but would look 
to America to protect her own interests. 
The proposition was made to the Rus- 
sians with the understanding that Am- 
erica is acting singly and not jointly 
in this matter. The state department 
is plensed to respond to this need for 
patrol because it is in the line of nn 
acceptance by Russia nnd Great Bri- 
tain of the United Slates original pro- 
position that the entire Behrlng sen, by 
International agreement; tie closed to pe- 
lagie sealers.

Chcfim, July 19. — A junk with eight 
Russians and 50 Chinese on board ar- 
rived here this afternoon, live days 
from Porl Arthur, The Russians re- 
fuse to talk, but the Chinese say -that 
on July 11th and 12th the Japanese 
captured and occupied with -1,000 men 
one of the eastern forts near Port Ar- 
thur. Before reinforcements arrived 
the Russians cut off the 4,000 
troops in the fort and exploded mines, 
which resulted in the killing of every 
Japanese soldier there. 

The Chinese report also that on the 
night before they left Port Arthur, a 
Russian torpedo boat sank a merchant 
ship near Porl Arthur mistaking her 
for a Japanese transport; Fifty-seven 
Chinese on board the merchantman 
wer drovvnedj bill the entire crew of 
the steamer ami a number of her Chi- 
nese passengers were rescued by the 
Russians. If this story is, true the 
steamer in question probably is the nip- 
sing, belonging to the Hindu China Nav- 
igation company, which yesterday was 
forty-eight hours overdue from New 
Chwang and which was reported to 
have struck a mine. Local agents of 
the Hipslng say they believe tlie steam- 
er has been lost.

LE ROI IMPROVEMENTS. 

Consulting Engineer Outlines Recom- 
mendations Proposed to Directors. 

Rossland, July 19.— Fred. YV. Bradley, 
consulting engineer with John H. Mac- 
Kcnzie, of the Le Roi Company, outlin- 
ed today the recommendations by the 
firm to the Le Roi directors. They re- 
commend the construction of a concen- 
trator to handle two liundred and fifty 
tons daily, to be built immediately, ad- 
joining the mine head works and em- 
ploying the crusher and sorting bolts 
now in bead works. Such a mill will 
treat the ore at less than a dollar per 
ton, and is estimated to cost one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The plans will 
allow for the doubling of the capacity 
whenever it is deemed desirable to ex- 
pend the funds necessary to bring in 
additional water. The idea is to break 
live hundred tons of ore daily in the 
mine, ship half and concentrate the bal- 
ance. This entails doubling the present 
crew. Mr. Bradley says if the recom- 
mendations arc approved in a reason- 
able period, there is uo reason why the 
plant may not be started this fall and 
roofed in before suow becomes too 
heavy to interfere.

RIVALRY IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

[Carl (}rey Complains of Discrimination 
in Favor of New York Shipments. 

London, July 19.— In the House of 
Lords this afternoon Earl Grey (direc- 
tor of the British South Africa Com- 
pany), brought up the question of Brit- 
ish and American rivalry in South Af- 
rica. He complained bitterly of tho 
discrimination in favor of New York 
and pointed out that, under existing 
circumstances, the proportion of manu- 
facturers Of foodstuffs shipped from 
New York to South Africa was stead- 
ily increasing. The system had .given 
an immense stimulus to American trade, 
to the detriment of British trade. It 
was actually an advantage for the Brit- 
ish shippers to send goods to South 
Africa by way of New York. The Earl 
strongly condemned the rebate system 
and asked the government to co-oper- 
ate with the various colonial govern- 
ments with the object of forming an in- 
dependent shipping commission, which 
would secure to British shippers the ad- 
vantages now enjoyed by .Americans. 
Lord Wolverton, representing the board 
•of trade, said be would be glad to dis- 
■cuss the matter with Earl Grey and see 
what could be done.

KOOTENAY OIL FIELDS. 

Just Returned Investigator Tells of 
Bright Prospect/l for Industry. 

Nelson, July 10.— W. F. Tcetzel, has 
just returned from a visit through the 
petroleum fields of Southeast Kootenny 
and declares Unit his trip has greatly 
strengthened his belief in the future of 
that section, as he feels confident there 
is oil there in commercial quantities, 
lie went iu from Helton, Montana, over 
a trail for a distance of 55 miles. There 
is a Canadian custom house about a 
mile north of the international boundary 
line and he made this place his head- 
quarters and made excursions from there 
to various parts of the oil fields. At 
first be inspected the ground owned by 
the Flathead Valley Oil Land and De- 
velopment Company. lie found, he says, 
the land of the company to be far bet- 
ter located than he thought it was. On 
Sage creek he found several seepages of 
oil. At what is called the largest seep- 
age he spent half an hour and secured 
half a gallon of the oil. "There is no 
doubt in my mind,' he said, "that there 
are large oil fields there. I intend to 
take a quart of the oil to Victoria and 
have it analyzed by the provincial 
aualvist. In this way we can tell just 
what sort of oil it is and what it is best 
suited for."

Statement of Accounts By the 
Bandmaster— Endorsed 



By the Board. 



At yesterday's meeting of the coun- 
cil of the Board of Trade two letters 
were received . ou the subject, of the 
proposed tour of the Fifth Regiment 
Band to St. Louis and other American 
cities. After consideration the council 
decided to endorse the scheme. 
! The communications before the meet- 
ing were from Bandmaster Finn, asking 
for the moral support of the board, and 
from Lieut.-Colouel Hull in support of 
the application. As noted in yester- 
day's Colonist the city council have 
reconsidered the matter and havevoteil 
$250 towards the expenses of the tour, 
and it is understood that the trip will 
be undertaken. . 

The communications to the Board of 
Trade follow: 

The President and Members of the Vic- 
, toria Hoard of Trade, Victoria, B. (3. 
' Gentlemen: As you have no doubt 
learned from the public press, the band 
of the Fifth Regiment propose going to 
the St. Louis Exposition. My object 
in writing to you is to enlist your ac- 
tive sympathy and support for the un- 
dertaking and my justification for this 
is that 1 believe the tour of the band 
will be a distinct benefit to the city. 

■ The advertising which the city lias 
received through the efforts of the 
Tourist Associtaon has been productive 
of much good. The advertising whicn 
it would receive through the band 
would be considerably greater; for, be- 
sides advertising the band as coming 
from the city of Victoria, the advertis- 
ing matter to be used will include not 
less than 100,000 0x0 four-page folders, 
5,000 lithographs, 2,000 three-sheet 
posters and 500 sixteen-sheet stands, 
on all of which Victoria will bo adver- 
tised, and the back of the 100,000 fold- 
ers above mentioned will be left entire, 
for the purpose of advertising the city, 
its surroundings, business and institu- 
tions. 

■ The members of the baud are quite 
prepared to incur the risk of the enter- 
prise not being a financial success, but 
they are not able to leave the city until 
they arc reasonably sure that they will 
be able to meet their necessary ex- 
penses. 

We have secured an engagement of 
four weeks at St. Louis for the price 
of $2,800, and this is the only revenue 
wo can absolutely rely upon, and we 
must make our calculations accord- 
ingly. 

1 enclose herewith a statement of tho 
expenses, etc., in connection with the 
said engagement, and from a perusal 
of it you will see that the sure, income 
is not sufficient to inert the certain ex- 
penditure. It is true that we intend to 
make a tour of the Middle West, and 
we hope that we will he able to make 
a profit from these side engagements, 
but the expense of, and the income 
from them is so uncertain that we dare 
not count upon them in advance. 

Trusting, gentlemen, that you will 
give this matter your careful considera- 
tion, and that you may sec your way' 
clear to grant what financial assist- 
ance you may think the object entitled

had this matter under consideration, 
and has, by n majority vote of one, 
decided adversely to endorsing the tour 
or granting any financial aid thereto, 
but 1 have today addressed a letter to 
his worship the mayor, urging him to 
have the matter reconsidered, and lay- 
ing before him such additional facts as 
Will, 1 believe, bring about the desired 
result. 

As this Question, in my opinion, ma- 
terially affects the welfare of the city, 
1 now appeal to you, as representative 
business men, for support. 

The success of the regiment is largely 
dependent upon having a good band, 
and the officers and bandmaster have 
labored unceasingly for eleven years to 
bring the band up to its present state 
of efficiency, and all this work is now 
in danger of being entirely lost through 
lack of public sympathy and support. 

The dismemberment of the band 
would, I flunk, be a calamity to the city 
as well as the regiment, and there is a 
real danger of this, for Mr. Finn's resig- 
nation can have no other result. While 
1 sincerely regret his action, I cannot 
justly blame him, for he has had a 
hard, up-hill light, and to be now prac- 
tically told that the public does not ap- 
preciate his efforts, is the last straw; 
but, with your assistance and that of 
the city council, 1 feel sure that mat- 
ters can be set right. 

The trip is sanctioned by myself and 
ofllcexs, and permitted by His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General-in-Council, 
by order-in-couacil dated the 11th May, 
and, no matter what may be said to 
the contrary, is not a private specu- 
lation of Mr. Finn, but a venture of the 
regiment, undertaken and to be carried 
out by the regimental baud, 

Tho first question naturally present- 
ing itself is: Has the regiment any 
legitimate claim upon the city? 1 re- 
spectfully suggest that it has — first, in 
giving the city such a band as the Fifth 
is, being unquestionably the best band 
in British Columbia, and a credit to the 
city. It lias been built up at great in- 
ternal expense. The officers of the regi- 
ment, since 1895, have expended from 
their own pay and private means not 
less than $li]()UU, and the bandsmen 
have further expended $4,000 out of 
their own earnings. The city has con- 
tributed nothing, except in the way of 
engagements from time to time. Since 
1001 the city has only given the band 
engagements to the extent of $03.00, 
which was for a concert on the 22nd 
of May of this present year. Contrast 
this with the regimental band in the 
city of Vancouver, which has for some 
years received an annual grant from 
that city of $000, but which was this 
year increased to $750, and contrast it 
again with the city of Seattle, which 
has, since 1001, given the band engage- 
ments to the value of $070, which of 
itself shows that the drawing and en- 
tertaining power of the band is more 
fully appreciated abroad than at home. 

If it be admitted that the presence 
of Bueh a band as ours is a benefit to 
the city, it seems to me that the officers, 
the regiment and tho bandsmen who 
have made it, are entitled to some evi- 
dence of sympathy and appreciation 
from the corporation, as representing 
the citv n* large. 

But permit nic to draw your atten- 
tion to another claim upon which I think 
the band entitled to consideration. 

It has done much for the city in past 
years in the directions of entertain- 
ment, charity and advertising. It adver- 
tised tho city through its spontaneous 
generosity in raising funds for the re- 
lief of the sufferers in the Pernio and 
the Cumberland disasters, the relief of 
the distressed by the New Westmin- 
ster and Ottawa and Sandon fires, the 
benefit of the soldiers in South Africa, 
etc., etc. The band in these instance!! 
1ms been the direct menus of raising 
thousands of dollars for worthy charit- 
able expenditure which has redounded 
to the credit and the advertisement of 
the city. Again, it has in the past 
decade done an immense amount of 
charitable work for local institutions. 
It has never yet refused a call of this 
nature, and the value of the service 
thus cordially and willingly given dur- 
ing the past eight years would amount 
at the general standard price of band 
music, to something well over $.'i.ooO. 
Again, the public of Victoria owes 
something to the band for its many ap- 
pearances on public holidays when it 
has trudged through the streets at the 
bead of the regiment, playing without 
remuneration, while in Vancouver and 
other neighboring cities the regimental 
bands doing this class of work have 
been invariably paid therefor by the 
celebration committees or civic authori- 
ties.

excessive, but they must pay their own 
board arid lodging and transportation 
expenses and it is to help meet thes'? 
that we ask for the support of the pub- 
lic. Should the band secure other out- 
side engagements and make a substan- 
tial profit, the benefit to the city will 
not lie less, but greater, by reason of 
the additional advertisement, and a 
very considerable portion of tlu> money 
will ultimately be brought baclr to Vic- 
toria and expended among our own 
merchants. 

It has been irrationally objected that 
the band would make itself and city a 
laughing-stock. 1 cannot agree to this. 
The city of Seattle has not found it 
so, nnd, as it will be considerably aug- 
mented, we have nothing to fear on 
these lines. 

Has not Mi - . Finn explained how the 
hand would be augmented so as to 
make it musically satisfactory every- 
where'.' Does not eleven years' experi- 
ence of Mr. Finn's professional judg- 
ment enable Victorians to place some 
reliaucc upon his knowledge of his 
work and his discretion in such mat- 
ters'.' Does not the entry of the band 
in the class contests al St. Louis and 
the signing of contracts by wide-awake 
American cities and business bodies, 
sneak for something in this connection? 
The strength of the band today is nine- 
teen men. and of these (here are only 
four whom Mr. Finn does not feel jus- 
tified in carrying on tic tour. This 
means thai the band will necessarily be 
augmented by nine good musicians who 
must be at the head of their 'class on 
their respective instruments: and if 
such can be found in Victoria or in 
British Columbia, they will be given the 
preference. If not it would lie tie' 
aim and endeavor of tic bind to try 
and hold the talented recruits as per- 
manent residents of Victoria upon the 
tour being ended.

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

' Readers must not be misled into ac- 
cepting confused, and misleading state- 
ments of the Colonist's position on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific as outlined edi- 
torially. The issues just now tit stake 
are not the desirability of a new trans- 
continental railway being, constructed 
from Eastern Canada to the Pacific 
Coast, or the general terms of the con- 
tract that have just been confirmed by 
a third and a final reading at Ottawa. 
They do not involve the question of 
Government ownership or opposition to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific as a railway 
corporation. It may even be further 
stnted that they do not necessarily in- 
volve hostility to a proposition to bonus 
the Grand Trunk Pacific in order to 
induce the early completion of the Pa- 
cific division or the commencement of 
construction at the Pacific seacoast. 
All these things are distinct issues, and 
do not affect the main issue under dis- 
cussion, which is the fact of the right 
of British Columbia to an equality o£ 
treatment along with other parts of 
Canada. 

! We have pointed out that the build- 
iug of the railway from this end as far 
as the beginning of the prairie section 
would have been of immense incidental 
benefit to the business interests of Brit- 
ish Columbia, the whole of which ben- 
efit will be practically lost by pushing 
the construction through from the other 
side of the mountains. There will be 
no possibility of participating in any 
way in the immense business created 
by an enterprise of such magnitude be- 
ine carried on within the limits of our 
own province. The value to be placed 
upon this enterprise to us under favor- 
able conditions is best demonstrated by 
the fact that the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway Company is coming to the 
Provincial Government for a very large 
subsidy willi thai end in view. 

It is quite useless to attempt to throw 
the responsibility of such a condition of 
affairs upon the shoulders of the local 
government. The Liberals having 
shirked their manifest duty at Ottawa, 
cannot now escape the onus that their 
actions involve. The Provincial Gov- 
ernment last year made the strongest 
representations possible on the subject 
to Sir Wilfrid banner ami urged the 
co-operations of the members from 

British Columbia. These representa- 
tions to the Government a: Ottawa, we 
understand, were again renewed during 
the present session of the Dominion 
House.

Upon this point we have a recollection 
of a discussion which took place in the 
Victoria Board of Trade ou that very 
subject. If we are not mistaken a prom- 
inent Liberal, who is also :m experi- 
enced railway contractor, took the 
ground, as a reason for opposing the 
motion, or amendment to a motion, ask- 
ing the Dominion Government to con- 
sider the proposal, that the facilities 
for construction from some point on 
the Coast were so much greater, and 
generally it would be so much more to 
its advantage, that in its own interests 
the Grand Trunk would start at this 
end. Being a good Liberal, the gentle- 
man in question naturally did not wish 
to embarrass the Government by un- 
necessary restrictions.

A NEW DISEASE AMONG M1NEBS. 

Sir— I beg to call your attention to a 
peculiar epidemic disease now spoken of 
in the British newspapers; It is called 
"miner's worm disease"; it has not yet 
found u lodgment In the United Kingdom;

Cornwall; but at a recent conference In 
Newcastle, John Wilson, M. 1'., stated that 
six Hungarian miners — Hungary is one of 
the countries where this disease Is most 
prevalent— had lauded in England, and 
that being so, it Is only right that both 
employers and employed should he ou their 
guard. At a recent meeting of the Natural 
History .Society of Glasgow, a short lecture 
was given on the miners' worm disease, its 
mode of attack on the human intestines 
and the havoc It wrought among the men 
employed in forming the St. Gothard tun- 
nel, and more recently Its serious attack 
upon the miners of Germany, Belgium 
and France. In the Scottish mines quite 
a large number of Russian Poles nre em- 
ployed, and It is for the interest of all con- 
cerned to prevent foreigners suffering from 
any suspicious disease from contaminating 
their fellow-workmen. The Polandors aro 
entitled to every' sympathy from all lovers 
or liberty. At one time In their own coun 
try they were a gallant people before they 
were crushed out of life by Russia, Prua 
sia snd Austria combined, 
"Beneath whose glided hoofs of pride 
Whcre're they trampled freedom died."

To haunch Owners.— Complaint hav-

Again, "in narrow channels every steam 
vessel shall, when it is safe and prac- 
ticable, keep to that side of the fair- 
way or mid-channel which lies on tin: 
starboard side of such vessel." A sieam 
vessel includes every vessel propelled 
by other power than sails or oars. Tin 1 
starboard side of a vessel is the right 
band of any person on board when look- 
ing towards the bow. To apply these 
rn'.'s to the navigation of the Ami 
means simply that a launch going from 
Victoria towards the (Jorge should keel' 
along the northeast side of the channel 
and along the southwest side when 
co^lhii tuWtti'lU Yiclol'iu.

— A Westminster 
despatch says that the Sunday bight 
take of sockeye salmon in the upper 
drifts of the Fraser river was so light 
and discouraging that nearly all the nets 
wore withdrawn before morning, and 
Monday afternoon not a fishing boat 
was in sight from the city. Reports 
from the Skeena indicate that the run 
is very good, outside boats getting 125 
and inside 100. Fishing is also report- 
ed good on the Nans. 

Serious Bicycle Accident.— Mr. Hay- 
ward, residing on Amelia street, was 
severely injured yesterday afternoon at 
the comer of Fort and Government 
streets through a bicycle collision. Mr. 
Hayward was riding slowly along Gov- 
ernment street near Fort, when a wheel- 
man riding down Fort street dusbed 
into him at high speed, throwing Mr.

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On the afternoon of the 11th of July 
the Rev. Mr. Swartout. senior mission- 
ary under the Canadian Presbyterian 
Mission board, was drowned, while 
Hearing his home at Dc'iulet, in a small 
sailing boat, returning from a visit to 
the Rev. Mr. J. R. Motion of Albcrni. 
A piece of Rev. Mr. Swartout's boat 
was picked up some days afterward in 
Uclulet hay. 

On the home journey from Albcrni 
Rev. Mr. Swartout was accompanied 
by a rancher whose place is ten miles 
smith of Uclulet. When this man was 
landed ai his farm he stood on a rising 
ground watching the receding sailboat 
and its lonely occupant until they dis- 
appeared round the point north of his 
place. That was the last ever seen of 
the missionary or his boat until the 
piece mentioned was picked up and 
identified. 

The Rev. Dr. Campbell received yes- 
terday n telegram from Uclulet appris- 
ing . him of the melancholy facts, but 
giving scant details of the accident 
which has deprived the West Coast of 
•Vancouver island of one of its most 
active agents for good. 

The Rev. Mr. Swartout was a native 
of Brantt'ord, Oat., aged 40 years. In 
bis earlier days he was engaged in mer- 
cantile pursuits at Purkdale, Toronto, 
lie bad been for many years in this 
province and was considered to be one 
of *. lie most useful missionaries under 
the direction of the Presbyterian board, 
by whom his loss is severely felt. Rev. 
Mr, Swartout was an authority on In- 
dian lore. He was thoroughly conver- 
sant with the many dialects spoken by 
the West Coast and northern tribes; he 
knew their legends, traditions, wild 
tales and historical records as few men 
Jiving know them. 

, .It was largely owing to his mild re- 
straining influence that the orgies of 
the potlatch sobered down in his dis- 
trict to an innocent festive gathering 
more and more orderly every succeed- 
ing year. The Indians looked tip to 
the lute missionary as a leader of men. I 
olid the reverend gentleman looked and 
acted well the part. Ilis visits to the I 
city were always loolced forward to by 1 
the members of the newspaper press 
because lie could furnish in a few min- 
utes abundance of excellent "copy." 
1 As already mentioned in the Colo- 
nist's column the late missionary was 
on more than one occasion prominent- ' 
ly identified with life-saving work at 1 
wrecks which occurred on his part of 
the West coast, hew men could handle 
a small sailboat better than Rev. Mr. 
Swartout. lie was a hardy and darimr 
sailor, ami had often been out in worse 
NvWlfllor than that in which lie met his 
death. The wind ami sen on the 1 ltli 
near I'elulel were very high, with 
strong squalls oil' shore. Ii is be- 
lieved that ond of those gusts the 
missionary's small craft upset.

Mollie Gibson Group Sold to a Wealthy 
Syndicate.

The 
property was sold on a judgment held 
iiy i he Eastern Townships Hank for 
.si'l.-tuit. It was bid in by Sylvester 
Jenks, of tin.' Jenks -Machine Company, 
acting as trustee for a .syndicate of 
Slierhrooke, Port Arthur and Nelson 
capitalists. 

It is understood that a new company 
will immediately be formed, to be known 
as the Aspen .Mining Company, to oper- 
ate the properly, it will bo organized 
on similar lines to the old Mullie ".iibson 
Company. 

The Mollie Gibson group consists of 
seven claims, which arc located live 
miles up Kokanee creek from Mollie 
Cibson landing. The property is valu- 
able. Tho smelter returns from the ore 
shipped gave S-Mti.UOU net lifter treat- 
ment charges had been paid, wliile the 
gross value was over $100,000. A great 
deal of development work bus been 
done on the property and there are large 
reserves ot' ore in sight in the workings. 
The new owners will at once begin op- 
erations on the mine, -and it is antici- 
pated that a force ot men will be put to 
work on it next week. At first tho work 
will be confined to development, so that 
there may bo u large tonnage on hand 
before shipments will be resumed. The 
new owners have ample capital with 
which to carry on tho work.

The bank to which the money was 
owing sued and got judgment nnd sold 
the assets ot the company in order to 
siitlsfv tho judgment. 

The Mollie Gibson group, clear of debt 
and under new and progressive manage- 
ment, should soon be placed on a profit- 
uiukiug Oasis.

Tourist cars of a much improved 
type have been recently placed by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company on 
its Boston-Montreal and transcontinen- 
tal trains. 

They surpass in comfort the accom- 
modation provided by tiny other com- 
pany for the same class of passengers, 
and in essentials are the equal of the 
ordinary palace sleeping ear. 

They are large, airy and thoroughly 
ventilated, and are handsomely fitted, 
a mahogany finish having been given 
to the exteriors of the cars. 

The seats are upholstered in leather, 
ami are changed into comfortable 
sleeping berths at night, fully equip- 
ped with linen and bedding and large 
enough to hold two adult passengers. 
The seats are of the latest design and 
afford room for small baggage to be 
stored underneath. 

Two separate ladies' toilets are at 
one end of the car. The men's toihit 
is at the other end and t licsmokillg- 
room is arranged in the same way as 
on a first-class sleeping car.

FINANCE AND COMMERCE. 



New York, July 10. — The stock market 
was rather reactionary today up to near 
the close, and there was a rather general 
acquiescence lu this condition on the part 
of the speculative operators, who have had 
the leadership ot the recent ilemonstra- 1 
Hons for higher prices. The plausible ex- 
planation offered was that the rise In 
prices was going too fast for Its own good 
and that a reaction was nominally due. 
The market showed a tendency to lapse in- 
to dullness; a slight decline, and the bears 
were apparently very tlmld about making 
an attack on prices. Quite vigorous sup- 
port was offered at the opening decline 
and the latter market showed the sustain- 
ing effect of some new points of strength 
which were developed. 

The opening decline was plainly a re- 
flection of tlie depression lu the London 
market caused by the Incidents lu the Red 
Sea ami the fears thus created that the 
European powers might, become embroiled 
liver the Far Eastern struggle. London 
Bold freely here so long as the foreign ex- 
changes coutinucd to do business, and the 
Support In the local market did not become 
thoroughly effective until after that sell- 
ing had ceased for the day.
